The collision between the 
United States and the Soviet over

Polythene wae discovered 
through a programme of fun- 
damental scientific research under- 
taken by LC.I.'s Alkali Diviston. 
This work was unrelated to any 
processes then being operated, and 
was directed purely to broadening 
the field of knowledge of tha 
mechanism of chemical reactions 
under extreme physical conditions. 

Early experimental work on 
high pressures was carried out by 
the French scientist Amagat over 
half a century ago.

Britain has been © charting 
the oceans of the world for 
more than 160 years. A -bonk- 
let just published by the Sta- 
tlonery Office comes as a re- 
minder of the services render- 
ed to navigation by the Ad- 
miralty’s Hydrographic  De- 
partment. 


Interesting fncets about the 
work done to cnsure the suc- 
cess of Britain’s naval opera- 
tions during the war are now 
disclosed for the first time. A 
million charts, for instance, 
were issued on the day the In- 
vasion of Eurcpe began, with 
tens of theunnands of addition- 
al sets for the merchant navy. 

Te was ina dificult and 
anxious period «f intensive 
submarine warfare that the 
Department’s meat humani- 
tarian plece of work was pro- 
duced.
